TERMINATION OF MARKETING AGREEMENT 
FOR THE DISTILLED SPIRITS INDUSTRY 


WHEREAS, the Secretary of Agriculture, acting under the provi- 
sions of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, approved May 12, 1933, as 
amended, for the purposes and within the limitations therein contained, 
and pursuant to the regulations issued thereunder, did, on the 9th day 
of December, 1933, execute under his hand and the official seal of the 
Department of Agriculture, a certain Marketing Agreement entitled 
"Marketing Agreement for the Distilled Spirits Industry". (hereinafter 
referred to as the "Marketing Agreement"), and 


WHEREAS, it is provided in Article 9, Section 1, subsection (c) 
of the said Marketing Agreement that the Secretary shall terminate 
said Agreement upon the request of 75 per cent of the contracting dis- 
tillers, such percentage to be measured by the volume of distilled 
spirits produced by said contracting distillers, and 


WHEREAS, 75 per cent of the contracting distillers, such per- 
centage being measured by the volume of distilled spirits produced by 
said contracting distillers, have in writing requested the Secretary 
to terminate said Agreement. 


NOW, THEREFORE, the Secretary of Agriculture, acting under and 
pursuant to the requirements of said Article 9, Section 1, subsection 
(c) of the said Marketing Agreement: 


Hereby terminates the aforesaid Marketing Agreement, said ter- 
mination to be effective on and after 12:01 A. M., Eastern Standard 
Time, April 18, 1934.
